ter CO id, inciuding turning 
some city buses into mobiie 
warming sheiters in Chica¬ 
go. 

Temperatures piunged as 
iow as minus 26 (negative 
32 degreesCeisius) in North 
Dakota with wind chiiis as 
iow as minus 62 (negative 
52 degreesCeisius) in Min¬ 
nesota. it was nearly that 
coid in Wisconsin and liii- 
nois Governors in Wiscon¬ 
sin, liiinois and Michigan 
deciared emergencies as 
the worstofthe coid threat¬ 


ened on Wednesday. 

The U.S. Postai Service said 
itwiii notdeiivermaii in parts 
ofthe Mid west Wednesday 
because ofthe coid. 

The bitter coid is the resuit 
of a spiit in the poiarvortex 
thataiiowed temperatures 
to piunge much further 
south in North America 
than normai. 

The NationaiWeatherServ- 
ic e fo rec a St fo r Wed nesd a y 
night caiied for tempera¬ 
tures in Chicago as iow as 
minus 28 (negative 33 de¬ 
grees Ceisius), with wind 
chiiis to minus 50 (negative 
46 degreesCeisius). 
Detroit's outiook was for 
Wednesday overnight iows 
around minus 15 (nega¬ 
tive 26 degrees Ceisius), 
with wind chiiis dropping to 
minus 40 (negative 40 de¬ 
greesCeisius).

special counsel's Russia 
probe is "close to being 
completed," the acting at¬ 
torney general said in the 
first official sign that the in¬ 
vestigation may be wrap¬ 
ping up. 

Acting Attorney General 
Matthew Whitaker's com¬ 
ments Monday were a 
departure for the Justice 
Department, which rarely 
comments on the state 
of the investigation into 
whether President Donald 
Trump's campaign coor¬ 
dinated with Russia during 
the 2016 presidential elec¬ 
tion. 

'The investigation is, I think. 


close to being completed," 
Whitaker said Monday at 


the end of an unrelated 
news conference in Wash¬ 
ington. He said he had 
been 'fully briefed" on the 
probe. 

Whitaker did not elaborate 
or give any timetable for 
the end of a nearly two- 
year investigation that has 
shadowed Trump's presi¬ 
dency. 

So far, special counsel Rob¬ 
ert Mueller has charged 34 
people, including several 
close to the president. But 
he has yet to accuse any¬ 
one close to the Trump 
campaign of conspiring 
with the Kremlin to hurt 
Democrat Hillary Clinton 
and help Trump win the 
election. 

Whitaker, who is seen as a 
Trump ally, took over the 
J ustice Department — and

oversight of the Mueller 
probe — after Jeff Ses¬ 
sions resigned as attorney 
general in November at 
Trump's request. 

Whitaker has drawn criti¬ 
cism for not recusing him¬ 
self from the Russia investi¬ 
gation, even though he has 
publicly criticized it in the 
past. A top J ustice Depart¬ 
ment ethics offic iai advised 
him to step aside out of an 
"abundance of caution," 
but Whitaker declined to 
do so. 

According to Justice De¬ 
partment regulations, 
Mueller has to provide a 
report to the attorney gen¬ 
eral atthe conclusion of his 
investigation laying out his 
prosecution decisions 
But it's unclear what form 
the report will take or 
whether it will be released 
public ly. 

And depending on when 
Mueller wraps up, the re¬ 
port may not go to Whita¬ 
ker. Trump has nominated 
William Barr to serve as the 
next attorney general. His 
confirmation hearing was 
held this month and he's 
awaiting a vote in the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Barr told the Senate Judi¬ 
ciary Committee earlierthis 
month that he wants to re¬ 
lease as much information 
as possible about Muel¬ 
ler's findings, but he has 
hedged on specifics. 

Trump has slammed the 
Russia investigation as a 
"witch hunt" and says there 
was no collusion. 

The evidence so far shows 
that a broad range of 
Trump associates had Rus¬ 
sia-related contacts during 
the 2016 presidential cam¬ 
paign and transition pe¬ 
riod, and several lied about 
the communication. Those 
contacts, according to 
Mueller's indictments and 
U.S. intelligence agencies. 


occurred while the Russian 
government carried out a 
multifaceted effort to influ¬ 
ence the 2016 presidential 
campaign and attempt to 
sway itTrump'sway. 

On Friday, longtime Trump 
confidante Roger Stone 
became the sixth Trump as¬ 
sociate to be charged by 
Mueller. 

The others are Trump's for- 
mernational security advis¬ 
er, hiscampaign chairman, 
his former personal lawyer 
and two other campaign 
aides 

Stone faces a Tuesday 
morning arraignment in 
federal court, where he 
is expected to plead not 
guilty to charges that he 
lied to lawmakers, en¬ 
gaged in witness tamper¬ 
ing and obstructed a con¬ 
gressional investigation 
into possible coordination 
between Russia and the 
Trump campaign. 

Though most defendants 
facing charges tend to 
stay quiet forfearof inflam¬ 
ing prosecutors or a judge. 
Stone has opted fora dif¬ 
ferent tack since his pre¬ 
dawn arrest Friday. 

Stone staged an impromp¬ 
tu news conference out¬ 
side a Florida courthouse, 
made the roundson week¬ 
end television interviews 
and mocked the probe on 
Instagram, posting a car- 
toonish image of Mueller 
holding a "nothingburger" 
— Just a hamburger bun 
with no meat. 

Also Monday, a Judge de¬ 
layed the sentencing of 
Trump's former campaign 
chairman Paul Manafort in 
Virginia after he was con¬ 
victed of eight financial 
crimes la St year.

WASHINGTON (AF^ — The 

public continues to give 
President Donald Trump his 
best ratings on the econo¬ 
my, but a new pollfindsthe 
share who approve of how 
he's hand ling that issue has 
slipped since last fa II. 

And ashisptomise of a U.S.- 
Mexico borderwallbrought 
a stalemate over funding 
to Washington, Trump also 
sees tepid support over his 
handling of immigration 
and bordersecurity. 

The new poll from The Asso- 
ciated Press-NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research 
shows the 35-day partial 
government shutdown 
took a toll on Trump's over¬ 
all performance ratings. 
While presidential approval 
has fluctuated only slightly 
throughout Trump's two 
years in office, he neared 
his lowest marks this month, 
slipping from December. 
Here's how the nation 
assesses Trump's perfor¬ 
mance: 

LOW MARKS OVERAIL 

The poll finds 34 percent 
of Americans approve of 
the way Trump is handling 
his job as president, com¬ 
pared with 65 percent who 
disapprove. 

Trump's cunent approval 
rating nears the lowest 


measured in an AP-NORC 
poll since he took office. 
Still,Trump hasseen remark¬ 
able stability in his ratings 
throughout his presidency, 
with his approve I falling in a 
narrow range across most 
polls, from the mid-30s to 
the mid-40s. 

In December, 42 percent 
expressed approval of 
Trump, while 56percentdis- 
approved. 

ECONOMY AT1HE TOP 

Trump has long received 
better marks for his han¬ 
dling of the economy than 
his performance overall, 
and that remains true. But 
current assessments put 
Trump decidedly in the red 
forthe first time since Febru- 
a ry 2018. 


Currently, 44 percent of 
Americans approve of 
Trump on the economy, 
while a 55 percent major¬ 
ity disapproves. In October, 
and for much of last year, 
the president saw nearly 
50 percent approval rat¬ 
ings on his handling of the 
economy. 

Democrats ate staunchly 
negative in their ratings of 
the president overall and 
on most issues, but about 2 
in 10 had approved of the 
president on the economy 
last year. Now, just 14 per¬ 
cent of Democ rats say they 
approve of Trump's han¬ 
dling ofthe economy. 

OTHER ECONOMIC FAC¬ 
TORS 

Approval of Trump's han¬ 


dling of trade negotiations 
with other countries (39 
percent) and taxes(40per¬ 
cent) also rank relatively 
high, while his handling of 
the federal budget deficit 
(31 percent) is among the 
least positive. 

Across most issue areas, 
at least three-quarters 
of Republicans give the 
president positive ratings, 
including 85 percent on 
the economy, 82 percent 
on trade negotiations and 
78 percent on taxes. But 
that figure drops to about 
two-thirds when it comes 
to Trump's handling on the 
federal bud get deficit. 

ii^MIG RATION AND THE 
BORDER 

The poll, conducted dur¬ 
ing the shutdown, when 
the debate over Trump's 
border wall was front and 
center, finds roughly a third 
of Americans say they ap¬ 
prove of the president's 
handling of immigration 
and aboutasmany say the 
same on bordersecurity. 

TRUMP ON THE RUSSIA 
PROBE 

Three in 10 Americans say 
they approve of how Trump 
is hand ling the Russia inves¬ 
tigation, while two-thirds 
sa y they d isa p p rove. 


Republicans are slightly 
less likely to approve of 
how Trump is handling the 
investigation by special 
counsel Robert Mueller 
when compared with other 
issues, though a majority 
still express positive opin¬ 
ions. About 6 in 10 Repub- 
licansapprove ofTrump on 
his handling of the Russia 
probe, compared with at 
least three-quarters who 
approve on most other is¬ 
sue areas. 

OVERISSUES 

The president also gets 
tepid ratings on his perfor¬ 
mance on health care (35 
percent), foreign policy 
(35 percent) and climate 
change (30 percent). 

The AP-NORC poll of 1,062 
adultswasconducted j an. 
16 to 20 using a sample 
drawn from NORC's prob¬ 
ability-based AmeriSpeak 
Panel, which is designed 
to be representative ofthe 
U.S. population.The margin 
of sampling error for all re¬ 
spondents is plus or minus 
4.1 percentage points. 
Respondents were first se¬ 
lected randomly using 
address-based sampling 
methods and later were 
interviewed online or by 
phone.Q

HOUSTON (AP) - A deadly 
shootout that injured five 
narcotics police officers 
serving a search warrant 
on a house in Houston un¬ 
derlines the dangers of 
such operations, primarily 
because the officers are 
entering unknown territory, 
experts said Tuesday. 
Houston Police Chief Art 
Acevedo said the officers 
"immediately came un¬ 
derfire" upon entering the 
home on the city's south¬ 
east side Monday after¬ 
noon. The suspects were 
killed. Four of the officers 
were shot and a fifth suf¬ 
fered a knee injury. 

'Two things you know 
about police work: It can 
be tremendously boring 98 
percent of the time and 
extremely dangerous and 
dynamic 2 percent of the 
time," he said Tuesday at a 
news conference. "But we 
know that they are always 
in danger and it's a dan¬ 
gerous business we are in." 
David Thomas, a criminal 
justice professor at Florida 
Gulf Coast University and a 
fomner police officer, said 
officers face extreme risks 
when serving warrants. 

'The reason behind that is 
you are now dealing with 
somebody that knows 
they are wanted and so in 
many instances, they feel 
they have nothing to lose," 
Thomassaid. 


John Bostain, a former po¬ 
lice officer in Virginia who 
trains law enforcement of¬ 
ficers nationwide, said of¬ 
ficers serving search war¬ 
rants are usually at risk be¬ 
cause they are going into 
a "completely unknown 
location." 

"Unless you have been in 
that house before, often 
times you are going into a 
location and don't have 
any clue about what the 
layout is," Bostain said. 
Acevedo told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that his agency 
prepares an operations 
plan and a threat assess¬ 
ment of the location that 
officers will enter to serve 
warrants. 

"We try to work up a house 
as much as possible, but 99 
times out of a 100 we don't 
hang out in the house, we 
haven't been in the house. 
You just do the best you 
can,"Acevedo said. 

The chief said there's no 
such thing as a "routine" 
serving of a warrant. 

'You hope for the best but 
prepare forthe worst. In this 
case, we experienced the 
worst,"Acevedo said. 

Two officers were shot in 
the face. Police said one of 
them — identified by Ace¬ 
vedo as a 50-year-old ser¬ 
geant — was discharged 
from the hospital Tuesday. 
Dr. Michelle McNutt, chief 
of trauma surgery at Me¬ 


morial Hermann-Texas 
Medical Centerin Houston, 
said the second is facing 
several facial trauma sur¬ 
geries. 

Acevedo said the names of 
the injured officers are not 
being released because 
they work undercover. 
Police knew blacktarheroin 
wasbeing sold atthe prop¬ 
erty and a team of nine 
narcotics officers was at¬ 
tempting to serve a search 
warrant when they forced 
open the front door and 
immediately faced gunfire, 
Acevedo said. One of the 


suspects, 58-year-old Rho- 
gena Nicholas, was shot 
and killed as she tried to 
grab the service weapon 
of the first officer to be in¬ 
jured, he said. The second 
suspect killed was 59-year- 
old Dennis Tuttle, the chief 
said. 

Acevedo said the first of¬ 
ficer through the door was 
charged by a large pitbull, 
which he shot and killed. 
Acevedo said Tuttle imme¬ 
diately opened fire, striking 
that officer in the shoulder. 
"(The officer) went down, 
fell on the sofa in the liv¬ 


ing room, at which time a 
female suspect... reached 
overthe officerand started 
making a move for his shot¬ 
gun,"Acevedo said. More 
officers entered and shot 
her. 

He said none of the officers 
was wearing a body cam¬ 
era. 

Police can minimize poten¬ 
tial dangers using surveil¬ 
lance to gather information 
about the property ahead 
of the raid, Thomassaid. 
"Because what we know 
before we entermeansthe 
world," he said.Q

CINCINNATl (AP) — A med- 

ical helicopter crashed 
Tuesday in a remote 
wooded area on itsway to 
pickup a patient, killing all 
three crew members, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Survival Flight medical 
transportation reported 
around 7:20 a.m. Tuesday 
losing communication with 
a helicopter flying from the 
Mount Carmel Hospital in 
Grove City to pick up a 
patient from a hospital in 
Pomeroy, the Ohio State 
Highway Patrol said. 
Authorities located wreck¬ 


age nearly three hours 
later in rugged terrain near 
the community of Sleski, 
about 75 miles (120 kilome¬ 
ters) southeast of Colum¬ 
bus. 

The helicopter broke apart 
in a remote area con¬ 
nected only by logging 
trails, said Highway Patrol 
Lt. Robert Sellers. Other 
state and local authorities 
helped atthe crash site in 
Vinton County. 

All three crew members 
were from Ohio: pilot Jen- 
niferTopper, 34, of Sunbury 
and flight nurses Bradley 
Haynes, 48, of London and 
Rachel Cunningham, 33, 


of Galloway. 

'This is heartbreaking, es¬ 
pecially when you have 
fellow first responders who 
are flying a mercy mission 
to help somebody else 
out,"Sellerstold reporters. 
There had been no reports 
of anyone else injured in 
the crash. Sellers said. 

The helicopter was a Bell 
407, Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration spokesman 
Tony Molina no said. The 
FAA and National Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board will 
have investigators at the 
scene, he said. 

Andrew Arthurs, a Survival 
Flight vice president, said in 


a statement he was "deep¬ 
ly saddened" to share the 
news of "a heartbreaking 
event." 

Michael Wilkins, president 
of Mount Carmel East, said 


in statement: "Our prayers 
are with the families of the 
crew members and Surviv¬ 
al Flight team as we grieve 
this devastating loss.'Q 
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Utility bankmptcy could be costly to wildfire victims

SAN mANCISCO (AP) — 

Faced with potentially ru¬ 
inous lawsuits over Califor¬ 
nia's recent wildfires, Pacif¬ 
ic Gas& Electric Corp. filed 
for bankruptcy protection 
Tuesday in a move that 
could lead to higherbilisfor 
customers of the nation's 
biggest utility and reduce 
the size of any payouts to 
fire victims. 

The Chapter 11 filing allows 
PG&E to continue operat¬ 
ing while it puts its books in 
order. But it was seen as a 
possible glimpse of the fi¬ 
nancial toll that could lie 
ahead because of global 
warming, which scientists 
say is leading to fiercer, 
more destructive blazes 
and longerfire seasons. 

The bankruptcy could also 
jeopardize California's am¬ 
bitious program to switch 
entirely to renewable en¬ 
ergy sources 

PG&E said the bankruptcy 
filing will not affect electric¬ 
ity or gasservice and will al¬ 
low foran "orderly, fairand 
expeditious resolution" of 
wildfire claims. 

'Throughout this process, 
we are fully committed 
to enhancing our wildfire 
safety efforts, as well as 
helping restoration and re¬ 
building efforts across the 
communities impacted by 
the devastating Northern 
California wildfires," interim 
CEO John R. Simon said in 
a statement. 

PG&E cited hundreds of 
lawsuits from victims of fires 
in 2017 and 2018 and tens 
of billions of dollars in po¬ 
tential liabilities when it an¬ 
nounced earlier this month 
that it planned to file for 
bankruptcy. 


The blazes include the na¬ 
tion's deadliest wildfire in a 
century — the one in No¬ 
vember that killed at least 
86 people and destroyed 
15,000 homes in Paradise 
and surrounding commu¬ 
nities. The cause is under 
investigation, but suspicion 
fell on PG&E after it report¬ 
ed power line problems 
nearby around the time 
the fire broke out. 

Last week, however, state 
investigators determined 
that the company's equip¬ 
ment was not to blame 
fora 2017 fire that killed 22 
people in Northern Califor¬ 
nia wine country. 

The wildfire lawsuits accuse 
PG&E of inadequate main¬ 
tenance, including not 
adequately trimming trees 
and clearing brush around 
electrical lines, and failing 
to shut off power when the 
fire risk is high. 

The bankruptcy filing im¬ 


mediately puts the lawsuits 
on hold and consolidates 
them in bankruptcy court, 
where legal experts say vic¬ 
tims will probably receive 
less money. 

'They're going to have to 
take some sort of haircut on 
their claims," said J a red El- 
lias, a bankruptcy attomey 
who teaches at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, Hastings 
College of the Law. "We 
don't know yet what that 
will be." 

In a bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ing, the victims have little 
chance of getting punitive 
damages or taking their 
claims to a jury. They will 
also have to stand in line 
behind PG&E's secured 
creditors, such as banks, 
when a judge decideswho 
gets paid and how much. 
But legal expertsaIso noted 
that state officials will be in¬ 
volved in the bankruptcy, 
and that could soften the 


blow to wildfire victims 
Gov. Gavin Newsom said in 
a statement that his ad min¬ 
istration will work to ensure 
that 'Californians have ac¬ 
cess to safe, reliable and 
affordable service, that 
victims and employees are 
treated fairly, and that Cal¬ 
ifornia continues to make 
forward progresson ourcli- 
mate change goals." 

Ljegal experts said the 
bankruptcy will probably 
take years to resolve and 
result in higher rates for 
customers of PG&E, which 
provides natural gas and 
electricity to 16 million peo¬ 
ple in Northern and central 
California. 

PG&E would not speculate 
about the effect on cus¬ 
tomers' bills, noting that the 
state Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission sets rates 
PG&E also filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy in 2001 during an 
electricity crisis marked by 


rolling blackouts and the 
manipulation of the energy 
market. It emerged from 
bankruptcy three years 
la ter but obtained billions in 
bigherpaymentsfrom rate¬ 
payers. 

California has set a goal of 
getting 100 percent of its 
elec tricity from carbon-free 
sources such aswind, solar 
and hydropower by 2045. 
To achieve that, utilities 
must switch to buying pow- 
erfrom renewable sources. 
PG&E made agreements 
in 2017 to buy electricity 
from solar farms. But be¬ 
cause of its bankruptcy, 
some experts have ques¬ 
tioned its ability to pay 
what it agreed to, or to 
make the investments in 
grid upgrades and batter¬ 
ies necessary to bring more 
renewable energy online. 
"PG&E's bankruptcy is go¬ 
ing to make it a lot more 
costlyforCalifomia to meet 
its environmental goals, 
and could make it more 
challenging just to get the 
infrastructure built to help 
cut emissions and increase 
renewable energy," said 
Travis Miller, an investment 
strategist at Momingstar 
Inc.

By YURAS KARMANAU 
Associated ness 
KIEV, Ukraine (AF^ — Ukrai¬ 
nian President Petro Po- 
roshenko has launched his 
campaign for re-election in 
March's vote, which prom¬ 
ises to be a bitter contest 
between him and a former 
prime minister. 

Addressing supporters Tues¬ 
day in the capital of Kiev, 
Poroshenko said he hoped 
that Ukraine will push on 
with efforts to join both the 
European Union and NATO 
if he were to win another 
five-year term.

the European Union and 
NATO," he said. 'We must 
not stop half-way there." 
The country's prime minister, 
speaker of the parliament 
and the chief prosecutoraII 
attended the gathering to 
back Poroshenko'sbid. 
Poroshenko's main rival, 
former Prime Minister Yulia 
Tymoshenko, entered the 
race last week, promising 
to regain control of the 
Russian-annexed Crimean 
Peninsula and the sep¬ 
aratist-held areas in the 
east. She accused Porosh¬ 
enko and his associates of 
profiting from the ongoing 
separatist conflict there

17 on trial in deadly Tunisian beac h attac k on UK tourists

lUNI^ Tunisia (AP) — Sev¬ 
enteen people went on 
trial Tuesday over Tunisia's 
deadliest extremist attack, 
a massacre at a Mediter¬ 
ranean resort in 2015 that 
killed 38 people, most of 
them British tourists. 

The judge read outa report 
detailing what happened 
on J une 26, 2015, in the 
coastal city of Sousse: How 
attacker Aymen Rezgui 
walked onto the beach of 
the Imperia I Hotel a nd used 
an assault rifle to shoot at 
tourists in lounge chairs, 
then continued onto the 
hotel pool before throwing 
a grenade into the hotel. 
Rezgui, a Tunisian student 
who trained with Libyan 
militants, was killed about 
15 minutes later by police, 
the judge said. The Islamic 
State group claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attack. 
Rezgui's autopsy showed 


he was under the effect of 
an illegal drug as well as 
medications, according to 
the judge. 

The trial has been post¬ 
poned several times at 
the lawyers' request. It re¬ 
opened Tuesday in Tunis, 
more than 3-1/2 years after 
the attack. 


All the defendants deny 
any direct role in the at¬ 
tack. 

Some of the defendants 
face potential capital pun¬ 
ishment for charges of pre¬ 
meditated murder, threat¬ 
ening state security and 
belonging to a terrorist- 
linked group. 


Some of those who testi¬ 
fied acknowledged ties to 
the man considered the 
orchestra tor of the attack, 
Chamseddine Sandi, say¬ 
ing he asked them to case 
out the area ahead of 
time. One said he sent San¬ 
di photos via the internet of 
potential targets, including 
foreign businesses based in 
Tunis. 

Defendant Mahmoud Ka- 
chouri said he was a class¬ 
mate of Rezgui's and they 
used to have coffee to¬ 
gether. Still he insisted "he 
never talked to me about 
the operation he was plan¬ 
ning." 

The 17 on trial are among 
some 40 people overall 
suspected of involvement 
in the attack, according 
to defense lawyer Hanene 
Khemiri. They include six se¬ 
curity agents who are ac¬ 
cused of failing to prevent 
orstop the attack. 


Khemiri said some of the 
defendants were tortured 
by police. 

In addition to the massacre 
at the beach resort, Tuni¬ 
sia suffered two other ma¬ 
jor attacks in 2015. At the 
famed Bardo Museum, 22 
people were killed by ex¬ 
tremists while 12 perished 
in the center of Tunis on a 
bus carrying presidential 
guards. 

The Islamic State group also 
claimed responsibility for 
those attacks, which, along 
with the attack at the Im¬ 
perial Hotel, devastated 
the country's tourism sector 
as travel agencies pulled 
out and governments is¬ 
sued travel warnings. 
Tourism has since partially 
bounced back after Tu¬ 
nisia's government imple¬ 
mented a series of mea¬ 
sures aimed at securing 
popular destinations in the 
c 0 untry.□ 
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Pakistan upholds acquittal of woman in blasphemy case

ISLAMABAD (AP) — Paki¬ 
stan's top court on Tues¬ 
day upheld its acquittal 
of a Christian woman who 
spent eight years on death 
now after being convicted 
of blasphemy, dealing a 
blow to radical Islamists 
who had staged violent 
mass protests last year call¬ 
ing for her execution. 

Aasia Bibi watched from a 
secret location as the de¬ 
cision was announced on 
television, according to 
a friend who was on the 
phone with heratthe time. 
He said Bibi's first thought 
upon hearing the newswas 
that she would soon be 
able to join herdaughtersin 
Canada, where they have 
been granted asylum. 

The friend spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity out of 
fear for his safety. Bibi, her 
lawyer and the Supreme 
Court judges who even¬ 
tually freed her have all 
received death threats 
from radical Islamists, and 
a small army of police 
and paramilitary Rangers 
was on hand to guard the 
courthouse and surround¬ 
ing area on Tuesday. 
Blasphemy is punishable by 
death in Pakistan, and the 


mere accusation can spark 
mob violence and lynch- 
ings A provincial governor 
who defended Bibi was 
shot and killed, as was a 
government minority min¬ 
ister who questioned the 
blasphemy law. 

Thousands of Islamists took 
to the streets and clashed 


with police after Bibi's initial 
acquittal on Oct. 31, but 
there were no such protests 
this time, perhaps because 
of the heightened secu¬ 
rity presence and a na¬ 
tionwide police sweep that 
arrested hundreds of sup¬ 
porters of radical religious 
partiesfrom their ho meson

Monday. 

Since her acquittal, Bibi 
has lived in hiding at an 
undisclosed location pro¬ 
tected by Pakistani security 
forces who have kept her 
confined to her quarters, 
unable to even open a 
window. She speaks daily 
to her daughters in Cana¬ 
da, and worries about her 
19-year-old, who has learn¬ 
ing challenges, the friend 
said. 

"I am really grateful to ev¬ 
erybody. Now after nine 
years it is confirmed that I 
am free and I will be going 
to hug my daughters," he 
quoted Bibi assaying after 
the ruling wasannounced. 
Bibi's lawyer, Saiful Ma look, 
who returned to Islamabad 
for the hearing after flee¬ 
ing the country amid death 
threats, called the decision 
a victory for Pakistan's con¬ 
stitution and rule of law. 

The three-judge Supreme 
Court panel had "insisted 
on very strict proofs of blas¬ 
phemy" and found none, 
Malook said, expressing 
hope that Bibi's acquittal 
would deter false allega¬ 
tions. 

'This case is a milestone for 
Pakistan, given that the law 
is often unkind to religious 
minorities," said Michael 
Kugelman, deputy director 
of the Asia Program at the 
Washington-based Wilson 
Center. He cautioned that 


Pakistan's courts a re still sus¬ 
ceptible to political pres¬ 
sure, but said the Supreme 
C 0 u rt's a c tio ns re p rese nted 
a "legal watershed." 

The court did not question 
the blasphemy law itself, 
which critics say is often 
used to settle scores or in¬ 
timidate followers of minor¬ 
ity religions, including Shiite 
Muslims 

Bibi's ordeal began on a 
hot day in 2009 when she 
brought water to fellow 
farmhands who refused 
to drink from the same 
container as a Christian 
woman. Two of her fellow 
farmworkers argued with 
Bibi and lateraccused her 
of insulting Islam's Prophet 
Muhammad. Bibi, who has 
always denied the allega¬ 
tions, was sentenced to 
death the following year. 

Pa kista n's C hief j ustice Asif 
Saeed Khan Khosa, who 
led the panel that upheld 
Bibi'sacquittal, said in court 
that Bibi's accusers were 
guilty of perjury and that if 
the case had not been so 
sensitive, they should have 
been jailed for life. 

'The image of Islam we are 
showing to the world gives 
me much grief and sorrow," 
Khosa said. 

Much of the evidence pre¬ 
sented against Bibi was sus¬ 
picious, and some of it ap¬ 
peared to be fabricated, 
he said, adding that the 
cleric who lodged the initial 
charge of blasphemy gave 
contradictory statements 
that were unchallenged in 
the trial. Ghulam Mustafa 
Chaudhry, the lawyer rep¬ 
resenting the cleric who 
petitioned for a review of 
the sentence, denied that 
any witnesses had given 
false testimony. 

Following Bibi's initial ac¬ 
quittal, radical religious 
parties took to the streets 
in mass protests, calling for 
the killing of the judges be¬ 
hind the ruling and for the 
overthrow of Prime Minister 
Imran Khan's government. 
They also filed the last-min¬ 
ute appeal fora review of 
the acquittal. The protests 
were spearheaded by the 
radical Tehreek-e-Labbaik 
party, whose single point 
agenda is protection of 
Islam and the Prophet 
Muhammad.Q

— Lawyers in Zimbabwe 
marched on the constitu- 
tionai court on Tuesday to 
protest the aiieged deniai 
of justice for hundreds of 
peopie arrested in a vioient 
crackdown on proteststhat 
shut down the country. 
Poiice said more than 1,000 
peopie have been arrested 
over the protests against a 
sharp rise in fuei prices that 
began two weeks ago. 
Lawyers say many are ian- 
guishing in jaii after be¬ 
ing denied baii whiie oth¬ 
ers have been forced into 
unfair hearings across the 
country. 

A prominent pastor and 
activist charged with sub¬ 
version and accused of 
inciting the protests, Evan 
Mawarire, wasgranted baii 
after more than a week in 
detention. He couid face 
20 years in prison. His iaw- 
yer rejects the aiiegations 
against him. 

Japhet Moyo, secretary- 
generai of the Zimbabwe 
Congress of Trade Unions, 
a iso is charged with subver¬ 
sion. He remained in deten¬ 
tion. 

Human rights iawyer Bea¬ 
trice Mtetwa described the 


judiciary's actions as "weii- 
coordinated"to punish sus¬ 
pects. 

Dozens of gown-wearing 
iawyers marched in the 
capitai, Harare, as riot po¬ 
iice watched. "Liberate the 
courts from the army," one 
of the iawyers' signs read. 
"No to command justice," 
read another. 

Some iawyersgagged their 
mouths with pieces of pa¬ 


per inscribed with the word 
"injustice." 

The iawyers petitioned Zim¬ 
babwe's chief justice, Luke 
Maiaba, saying that "it has 
become commonpiace to 
hearof deniai of basic fun- 
da mentai rights and free- 
domsofthose arrested and 
suspected of having partic¬ 
ipated in the protests." 

The iawyers asserted that 
abuses by the miiitary and 


poiice inciude abductions 
of suspects or ciose reia- 
tives, the assauit and tor¬ 
ture of suspects to induce 
confessions, the deniai of 
treatment for tortured sus¬ 
pects.

BEIJING (AP) — China on 
Tuesday questioned the 
appropriateness of an 
emaii sent by a Duke Uni¬ 
versity medicai schooi ad- 
ministratorwaming Chinese 
students to speak in Engiish. 
Asked about the con¬ 
troversy, foreign ministry 
spokesman Geng Shuang 
compared it to a Chinese 
university demanding that 
Eng iish-spea king students 
taikoniy in Chinese. 

"If a Chinese university re¬ 


quired that American stu¬ 
dents not use Engiish to 
communicate, i think this 
wouid not be normai," 
Geng said at a daiiy brief¬ 
ing. 

Duke University in North 
Canoiina moved quickiyto 
offer apoiogies, iaunch an 
investigation and reassure 
a core group of graduate 
schoiars after the emaii 
raised an outcry at home 
and abroad. The story 
drew thousands of com¬ 


ments in China on sociai 
media. Some caiied it ra- 
ciai discrimination and said 
Chinese universities shouid 
ban speaking Engiish, whiie 
a few said it was not a big 
deai.

— Venezuela's chief prose- 
cutoron Tuesday asked the 
country's top court to ban 
opposition leader Juan 
Guaido from leaving the 
country, launching a crimi¬ 
nal probe into hisanti-gov- 
emment activities while in¬ 
ternational pressure builds 
against President Nicolas 
Maduro. 

Attorney General Tarek Wil¬ 
liam Saab made his request 
to the government-stacked 
Supreme Court, and also 
asked it to block Guaido's 
financial accounts 
Saab didn't specify what 
crimes Guaido is being in¬ 
vestigated for, but said 
the probe is tied to unrest 
sparked by his decision 
to declare himself interim 
president last week in a di¬ 
rect challenge to Maduro's 
authority. 

Guaido said outside the 
National Assembly building 
that he's aware of personal 
risks, but added, 'Venezue¬ 
la is set on change, and the 
world iscleariy consciousof 
what's happening." 


"I don't underestimate the 
threat of persecution atthe 
moment," he added, 'but 
here we are." 

While rights monitors say 
hundreds of demonstra¬ 
tors have been arrested in 
recent days, Guaido has 


so far avoided arrest, while 
making occasional and 
brief public appearances 
U.S. National Security Advis¬ 
er John Bolton has warned 
that any harm to Guaido 
or the National Assembly 
he presides over would be 


considered a "grave as¬ 
sault" and be met with a 
"significant response," with¬ 
out specifying. 

Opening a case against 
Guaido comes as inter¬ 
national pressure mounts 
against Maduro's gov¬ 


ernment from the United 
States, which earlier in the 
day handed control over 
Venezuela's U.S. bank ac¬ 
counts to Guaido. Russia 
announced itexpectsVen- 
ezuela to have problems 
paying itsdebts 
U.S. Sec reta ry of State M ike 
Pompeo certified that 
Guaido, the congressional 
leader who has declared 
himself interim president, 
has authority to take con¬ 
trol of bank accounts that 
Venezuela's government 
has in the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York or any 
otherU.S.-insured banks. 
Pompeo said the certifica¬ 
tion will "help Venezuela's 
legitimate government 
safeguard those assets for 
the benefit of the Venezu¬ 
elan people." 

Guaido has been recog¬ 
nized as the nation's right¬ 
ful leader by two dozen 
nations that contend the 
re-election of socialist Presi- 
dentNicolasMaduro wasa 
sham, in part because his 
strongest opponents were 
barred from running.□

— Brazilian authorities ar¬ 
rested five people Tuesday 
in connection with a dam 
collapse that killed at least 
65 people and left nearly 
300 missing as it plastered 
part of a small city with red¬ 
dish-brown mud and iron 
ore mining waste. 

The arrests were made in 
Sao Paulo and in the state 
of Minas Gerais, where the 
collapse happened last Fri¬ 
day. They came as rescue 
crews began a fifth day 
searching for survivors or 
bodies, and some families 
began burying theirdead. 
Three of the arrested 
worked forVa le SA,the min¬ 
ing company that owned 
and operated the waste 
dam that collapsed, ac¬ 
cording to the company. 
In a statement. Vale said it 
was cooperating with au¬ 
thorities in the investigation. 
A German company that 
has inspected the dam 
said two of its employees 


were arrested. The Munich- 
based TUEV company Sued 
declined to specify wheth¬ 
er the arrested staff were 
from itsGerman headquar¬ 
ters or its Brazilian branch. 

In ordering the arrests, 
Minas Gerais Judge Peria 


Saliba Brito wrote that the 
disaster could have been 
avoided. 

It's not believable that 
"dams of such magnitude, 
run by one of the largest 
mining companies in the 
world, would break sud¬ 


denly without any indica¬ 
tion of vulnerability," the 
Judge wrote in the decision, 
according to news portal 
UOL 

Authorities said the five will 
be detained for 30 days 
while officials investigate 


possible criminal responsi¬ 
bility. 

Meanwhile Tuesday, at a 
cemetery in the small Brazil¬ 
ian city of Brumadinho, 15 
freshly dug graves await¬ 
ed the remains of some of 
those killed. 

Wailing in grief atthe cem¬ 
etery was the wife of Ed¬ 
gar Carvalho Santos, one 
of the mining company's 
workers whose body has 
been found. 

"He did not deserve this, 
he did not deserve it!" she 
sobbed. 

Friends and family mem¬ 
bers prevented report¬ 
ers from approaching the 
woman. 

One woman told Santos' 
wife that 'this was not a 
tragedy, it'sa crime." It was 
a sign of the growing anger 
at Vale overthe disaster. 
The company isone of Bra¬ 
zil's largest and a key em¬ 
ployer in Brumadinho, but 
many residents have com¬ 
plained that a siren that 
should have gone off to 
warn people to evacuate

What makes the timing 
so appropriate that both 
joined the $50 miiiion ciub 
on the same day is that

Go back to a rainy Labor 
Day in 2003 on the fPC

ship, which had given him 
a sponsor exemption. The 
victory gave him instant 
PGA Tour membership. 
Rose a iso was given an ex¬ 
emption, shot 67 in the finai 
round and finished third. He 
earned $340,000 that day, 
giving him enough money 
to earn a tourcard. 

Waugh at the time was 
CEO of Deutsche Bank 
Americas, the tide sponsor 
of a new tournament that 
had the Tiger Woods Foun¬ 
dation as the charitabie 
arm. Monahan was hired 
asthe tournament director. 
'We gave them both ex¬ 
emptions," Waugh said 
Tuesday from Buenos Ai¬ 
res, Argentina, where he 
was caddying for his son 
in a PGA Tour Ljatinoamer- 
ica quaiifying tournament. 
"Adam was pretty obvi¬ 
ous. Jay caiied me and 
said, 'Let's taik about ex¬ 
emptions,' which I'd never 
done." 

Monahan mentioned us¬ 
ing a special exemption for 
international players on an 
English kid who had had a 


good British Open, turned 
pro and missed 20 consec¬ 
utive cuts before getting 
his career on track. Waugh 
already was aware he was 
talking about Rose, who 
had won on three tours(Eu- 
rope. South Africa, Japan) 
the previous year. 

And then Waugh really got 
to know him. 

'We getto the pro-am draw 
party Wednesday night at 
the state ho use in Boston," 
Waugh said. "It was a for¬ 
mal deal. Mitt Romney was 
the governor, and we're all 
giving our suit speeches. 
There's this tall kid by the 
seafood bar eating shrimp 
and looking lonely. I walk 
up to him and said: 'How 
are you doing? Are you 
Justin Rose?' I said, 'What 
are you doing here?' 

"He said Deutsche Bank 
was nice enough to give 
him an exemption and he 
thought he would come 
up and thank somebody," 
Waugh said. "He was stay¬ 
ing all the way in Provi¬ 
dence. I said, 'You just did.' 
But that's j ustin. No agent, 
nobody telling him what 
to do. He ended finishing 
third. And the rest is history." 
The history between Scott 
and Rose was just getting 
sta rted. 

They have piled up vic¬ 
tories around the world, 
amassing long streaks of 
winning. Scottwent 14con- 
secutive years with at least 
one victory worldwide and 
has 27 for his career. Rose 
won Sunday for the 22nd 
time worldwide, extending 
his streak to 10 consecu¬ 
tive years with at least one 
victory, including his gold 
medal at the Rio de j anei- 
ro Olympics. 


They now are neighbors 
at Albany in the Bahamas, 
both married with two chil¬ 
dren. 

They each have won one 
major, which they won 
consecutively. 

Scott finally delivered Aus¬ 
tralia a green jacket when 
he won the 2013 Masters. 
Rose sent him a text mes¬ 
sage of congratulations, 
which prompted this fa¬ 
mous reply from Scott: 'This 
is our time." 

Two months later. Rose won 
the U.S. Open at Merion. 


He had practiced the week 
before the Masters with 
Scott in the Bahamas, even 
played a couple of rounds 
together. 

"I took his money both 
times," Rose said. 

And then Scott won the 
Masters, which made the 
text exchange really hit 
home. 

Indeed, it was their time, 
and they kept going. Scott 
reached No. 1 in the world 
in the spring of 2014. Rose 
reached No. 1 in the world 
late last summer, and the 


Englishman extended his 
lead atop the world rank¬ 
ing with his two-shot victory 
at Toney Pines 
Waugh still thinks about 
that Monday afternoon 
at the TPC Boston, where 
Scott and Rose spent the 
entire week together, at 
restaurants and on the lea- 
derboand. They have won 
so much and done so well 
that money doesn't define 
them. 

In this case, it was simply 
a reminder of where it all 
began.Q 



Backlhom lifetime ban, Mejia getsminoisdeal with Red Sox 


BOSTON (AP) — Relief 
pitcher jenny Mejia, al¬ 
lowed back into baseball 
after a lifetime ban caused 
by three positive darg tests, 
has agreed to a minor 
league contract with the 
Boston Red Sox. 

If added to the 40-man ros¬ 
ter, the 29-year-old Domini¬ 
can right-hander would re¬ 
ceive a one-year contract 
at a rate of $625,000 while 
in the major leagues and 
$90,400 while in the minors 
Mejia was suspended for 
life on Feb. 12, 2016, after 


his third positive test for a 
banned steroid. The drug 
agreement allowed him to 
apply a year later for rein¬ 
statement that would be 
effective a minimum of two 
yearsafterthe ban started, 
with the decision at the 
commissioner's discretion. 
Commissioner Rob Man¬ 
fred gave him conditional 
reinstatement last j uly 6 
and said Mejia could return 
to the big leagues in 2019. 
Amid another slow free 
agent market, Mejia's deal 
was immediately panned 


by fans and at least one 
big leaguer. 

"Hows my offseason go¬ 
ing? This guy had a lifetime 
ban and still signed before 
me!!!" tweeted free agent 
reliever Peter Moylan . 
Boston closer Craig Kimbrel 
became a free agent and 
the Red Sox are reorga¬ 
nizing their bullpen. Mejia 
will report to Boston's mi¬ 
nor league spring training 
camp. He'sbeen outofthe 
majorssince j uly 2015. 

The New York Mets re¬ 
leased Mejia on Nov. 20 


rather than allow him to 
become eligible for salary 
arbitration. Mejia has four 
years, 140 days of major 
league service, and the 
Mets could have tried to 
cut his salary to $1,383,200 
had he remained on the 
roster. 

Mejia was the Mets' closer 
in 2014and wassuspended 
for 80 games on April 11, 
2015, following a positive 
test for Stanozolol, a drug 
popular among body¬ 
builders. At the time, he 
maintained, "I can honestly 


say I have no idea how a 
banned substance ended 
up in my system." 

Mejia returned on July 12, 
appeared in seven games 
for New York, then was 
banned for 162 games on 
J uly 28 after a positive test 
for Stanozolol and Bold- 
enone. The third suspen¬ 
sion was for a positive test 
forBoldenone, an anabolic 
steroid generally used by 
veterinarians on horses. 
Mejia is9-14 with a 3.68 ERA

— with 300-pound defend¬ 
ers a few inches away and 
ready to pounce. 

"It's unlike anything else in 
football," the Atlanta Fal¬ 
cons standout said. 

Some mightargue the cen¬ 
ter is the most indispens¬ 
able player on the roster 

— the playerwho mansthe 
only position guaranteed 
to touch the ball on every 
play. He calls the shots for 
the offensive line and be- 
ginseach play. 

But an Associated Press 
analysis revealed that de¬ 
spite their unique skill set, 
it was centers — not run¬ 
ning backs, linebackers or 
defensive backs — who 
were becoming more en¬ 
dangered more quickly 
than players at any other 
position . In 2009, the aver¬ 
age center had six years in 
the league. This sea son, the 
average center had four 
years of experience. 
"Really? That's shocking," 
Mack said. "I guess, tech¬ 
nically, it's the last spot for 
the 0-line. If you're a tackle 
who can't play in space, 
they move you to guard. If 
you're a guard that's hav¬

ing trouble, they move you 
to center. Oftentimes cen¬ 
ter is the position that can 
get the most help. A lot 
of the blocks are double¬ 
teams, so you're not put on 
an island nearly as much, 
so it'salwaysa position that 
you can try to improve." 
Most teams have in recent 
years, too. 

Thirty-eight centers have 
been drafted over the 
last five years, and none 
of them has made a Pro 
Bowl. Sxteen of those have 
been taken in the first three 
roundsofthe NFLdraft. 

It helps explain why the ex¬ 
perience of the average 
centerhasfallen. While ev¬ 
ery position outside of quar¬ 
terback, kicker and punter 


has seen a decline, no po¬ 
sition seesthissharp a drop¬ 
off in the AP survey. 

"It's one of those tough, 
nasty, gritty positions that 
you have to just keep fight¬ 
ing at, and kids nowadays 
just aren't quite the same," 
said retired NFL center 
Brad Meester, a 14-year 
starter for the Jacksonville 
Jaguars. "Even at the high 
school level, those kids are 
getting harder and harder 
to find anymore. 

'They're just not the same 
as they were years ago. I 
don't know if that's been 
part of the reason play has 
gone down and we're see¬ 
ing this dip in longevity, but 
it could be." 

Since centers are typically 


the smallest offensive line¬ 
men in college. Mack and 
Meester believe some un¬ 
dersized guys have trouble 
making the NFL jump — es¬ 
pecially with defensive line¬ 
men getting bigger, faster 
and strongereach year. 

"In college, if you have a 
guy who's big enough to 
play in the NFL, he's prob¬ 
ably playing tackle or 
guard," Meester said. "He 
might get moved to center 
at the next level, and then 
you end up with centers 
that are a little raw going 
into the NFL" 

That's exactly what hap¬ 
pened to Chicago Bears 
Pro Bowl center Cody 
Whitehair, who started his 
college careerasa guard 


and moved to left tackle 
asa seniorat KansasState. 
The Bearsd rafted him in the 
second round in 2016 and 
then moved him to center 
a week before his rookie 
year. 

"It's hard to transition into 
the NFL" Whitehair said. "It 
definitely takes a special 
breed to come in out of 
college and be ready to 
start on the offensive line, 
especially at center." 

Still, Whitehairwassurprised 
to learn that the longevity 
of centers isn't what is used 
to be. He said it could be 
that centers are asked to 
do so much more in the 
NFL than in college, where 
more prevalent spread sys¬ 
tems often take their cues 
from the sideline inside of 
adjusting on the fly. 

But Whitehair pointed to 
Mack (10th season). New 
Orleans' Max Linger (10th), 
Philadelphia's j ason Kelce 
(8th) and the Pounceytwins 
(8th and 7th, respectively) 
as long-term starters he 
thought would be enough 
to make a difference in the 
changing landscape.'We 
just got to get the young¬ 
er generation to follow in 
those footsteps," Whitehair 
said. 

For every success story 
such as Whitehair, it seems 
there's a recently drafted 
centerwho'salready out of 
the league — guys like Da¬ 
vid Molk, Philip Blake, Peter 
Konz, Khaled Holmes, Bryan 
Stork and Hroniss Grasu to 
name a few.Q

3-time major champion

Andy Murray did have a 
second hip operation, after 
aii, getting a metai impiant 
one year after his first pro¬ 
cedure on the joint. 

The three-time major 
champion posted a mes¬ 
sage Tuesday on Instagram 
saying that he had the sur¬ 
gery in Londonon Monday. 
"Feeiing a bit battered and 
bruised just now," Murray 
wrote, "but hopefuiiy that 
wiii be the end of my hip 
pain." 

What's not known with any 
certainty yet is what this 
mig htmeanforthe 31-yea r- 
oid Murray's future in ten¬ 
nis. Before the Austraiian 
Open, where he iost in the 
first round on j an. 14, Mur¬ 
ray said that he pianned 
to retire at some point in 
2019— and that it waspos- 
sibie that Grand Siam tour¬ 
nament might be the finai 
event of his career. 

He is most famous for end¬ 
ing Britain's 77-year wait for 
a maie champion at Wim- 
biedon in 2013; he a iso won 
the 2016 titie there, aiong 
with the 2012 U.S. Open 
and two Oiympic singies 
goid medais and a Davis 
Cup, whiie reaching No. 1 
in the rankings. Tuesday's 
post inciuded two pictures 
— one of Murray in a hos- 
pitai bed, the other of an 
X-ray. "i now have a metai 
hip asyou can see,"Murray 


wrote, before showing that 
his sense of humor is intact 
by adding, "and I iook iike 
I've got a bit of a gut." 

He has dealt with hip pain 
for years and already had 
one operation in January 
2018. But that did not solve 
the problem. 

The night he lost to Roberto 
Bautista Agut in Australia, 
Murray said he would de¬ 
cide quickly whether to 
have surgery again. 

"I have an option to have 
another operation, which 
is a little bit more kind of 
severe than what I've had 
before — having my hip re¬ 
surfaced, which will allow 
me to have a betterquality 
of life and be out of pain. 
That's something that I'm 
seriously considering right 
now," he said at the time. 
"Some athletes have had 
that and have gone back 
to competing. But there's 
obviously no guarantees 
with that. The reason for 
having an operation like 
that is not to return to pro¬ 
fessional sports, you know, 
it's just for a better quality 
of life." Murray had been 
keeping in touch with 
American doubles player 
Bob Bryan, who had the 
same hip resurfacing with a 
metal implant last August. 
By December, Bryan was 
back at practice. And 
he made his Grand Slam 
return at the Australian

Atlanta sounds alaim over snow;

ByJEFFMARnN 
AHArm (AF^ — Atlanta 
got a mere spritzing of 
rain Tuesday, hours after 
a winter weather forecast 
prompted authorities to 
close government offices, 
shutter schools and cancel

But the southern city was 
experiencing abnormally 
frosty conditions as fans 
arrived for the Super Bowl, 
with temperatures drop¬ 
ping into the 30s on Tues¬ 
day. 

New England Patriots fans 
in town for the game did 
not panic.

just part of everyday life up 
in New England." 

Patriots' coach Bill Belichick 
was holed up in the team's 
hotel downtown, and was 
oblivious to the weather 
conditions. 

"I haven't been outside 
of this building today," he 
said during a Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon news conference 
at the Hyatt Regency on 
Peachtree Street. 'There 
could be Sfeetof snow out 
there, it could be 95 de¬ 
grees— I have no idea." 
Some snow from the fea red 


storm did fall Tuesday in 
Georgia's northwest comer, 
but it was sweater weather 
during Atlanta's morning 
commute. The shoes of of¬ 
fice workers made crunch¬ 
ing sounds on downtown 
sidewalks, where road salt 
caught the light from out¬ 
door video boards set up 
for the Super Bowl and re¬ 
flected shades of blue, red 
and green. 

Ultimately, precipitation 
from the storm front proved 
negligible for Atlanta. The 
plunging temperatures jolt¬ 
ed the city, though: It was 
50 degrees before dawn 
and was expected to 
reach the 20s by Tuesday 
evening. National Weather 
Service Meteorologist Sid 
King said. 

Atlanta takes even a threat 
of icy weather seriously af¬ 
ter enduring its infamous 
"snow jam" five years ago, 
when cars, trucks and 
school buses became ma¬ 
rooned for hours on the 
southern city's freeways 
Delta Air Lines "proactively" 
canceled about 170 flights 
at Hartsfield-J ackson At¬ 
lanta International Airport, 
its main hub, the Atlanta- 
based airline announced 
late Monday. 

Anticipating the storm. 
Gov. Brian Kemp an¬ 
nounced the closure Tues¬ 
day of state offices in more 
than 30 counties across 


northern Georgia, saying 
'temperatures a re going to 
plummet." Atlanta Public 
Schools closed its campus¬ 
es, and other a tea districts 
followed suit. 

"It's very similar to what we 
saw in 2014where the road¬ 
ways will not have time to 
dry off before the moisture 
or precipitation on them 
refteezes,"Kemp said Mon¬ 
day. "And that's when you 
have black ice, and that's 
what causes wrecks, which 
causes grid lock and public 
safety issues, injuries" 

Road crews sprayed liquid 
salt on north Georgia's ma¬ 
jor interstates, state routes 
and overpasses, includ¬ 
ing routes that the New 
England Patriots and Los 
Angeles Rams must use to 
travel to and from practice 
venues.

Fortunately, we can treat many of the different 
reasons that develop hypertension with natural 
dietary supplements made from organic food. 
Low blood count reduces your blood’s ability

to carry oxygen through your body. To com¬ 
pensate, your heart starts beating faster and 
stronger. Blood pressure rises The human body 
needs vitamin B12 to make red blood cells, 
nerves, DNA, and carry out otherfunctions The 
average adult should get 2.4 micrograms a 
day. Like most vitamins, B12 can't be made by 
the body.

Size alone shouldn't be the 
deciding factor, but it will 
be a large part of yourde- 
cision — both literally and 
figuratively. 

"I always tell people to buy 
the biggest screen that 
they can afford and that 
will fit in their room," says 
Tim Alessi, the director of 
product marketing at LG 
Electronics. "Because I've 
never met anybody yet 
who has said, 'Oh dam. I 
wish I bought a smallerTV.'" 
The opposite is often true: 
Consumers bring a TV home 
and wish they had gone 
larger. Alessi notes screens 
70 inches and above ate 
a huge growth category in 
the TV industry right now. 
Think about where you 
want to put your TV and 
what size will fit. Online, 
many retailers allow you to 
filteryoursearch according 
to criteria like screen size 
and btend. 

2. BUDGET 

But you need room for 
that big TV in your budget. 
Thankfully, the period lead¬ 
ing up to the SuperBowl isa 
time fo r a ll-sta r d ea Is. 

"A 70-inch TV, for example, 
we'll have on the market 
leading up to the Super 
Bowl at under $1,000," Ales¬ 
si says 

Last year, TVs were on sale 
at Amazon, Best Buy, Cost¬ 
co and Targetatthe end of 
J anuary, but 

TV sales also happen 


throughout the year. For 
example. Black Friday in 
November is famed for big 
discounts on all screens. 

But there will be otherthings 
to account for in your bud¬ 
get, like accessoriesand in¬ 
stallation, so don't commit 
to a do liar figure just yet. 

3. CONNECWriY AND 
COLOR 

Once you've narrowed the 
selection, think about what 
you want it to do. If you're 
upgrading for the first time 
in years, compare the latest 
innovations to see which 
ones match your viewing 
habits. 

'Typically in the U.S., con¬ 
sumers hold onto a televi¬ 
sion for about five to seven 
years," says Rob Brennan, 
the product technology 
manager for home enter¬ 
tainment and sound at 
Sony Electronics. 

"If you're coming into the 
market now for a new TV 
before the Super Bowl, the 
last time you boughta tele¬ 
vision was sometime in 2013 
or 2014. A lot has changed 
in that window." 

Ask yourself questions 
about things like the TV's 
smart capability. Do you 
want a TV that can tell your 
Roomba to start cleaning? 
And as for the all-impor¬ 
tant decision of LCD versus 
OLED, here's a quick cheat 
sheet from Brennan. Forthe 
most part, LCD (which has 
an LED backlight) works 
well in bright rooms, while 
OLED suits dark environ¬ 
ments dedicated to TV 
viewing. 

4. ACCESSORIES 

Next, make sure you have 
any extra equipment you'll 
need. 

Sound is an especially im¬ 
portant consideration. You 
could use the TV's sound 
as is, but you may con¬ 
sider buying a sound bar 


or audio/video receiver 
separately to enhance the 
sound, according to Mi¬ 
chael Greco, senior direc¬ 
tor of global brand man¬ 
agement at Sound United. 

If you do, remember to 
read the "What's in the box" 
packaging. (I can't be the 
only person who ordered 
a TV without the necessary 
cablesto hook it up.) 

"I would always double¬ 
check what's in the box 
and make sure you have 
the right cables in the box," 
says Greco. "If not, you'll 
need to buy them at the 
time you buy your TV or 
youraudio equipment." 

5. IDEAL INSIAUAHON 
Finally, make a plan to get 
that fancy new screen 
home. Particularly for wall 
mounting, as opposed to 
a TV stand, consider spring¬ 
ing for professional delivery 
and installation.

'When you shop forthe TV, 
a lot of retailers will offer ei- 
therspecialsorfree installa¬ 
tion depending on where 
you are, so I would take 
advantage of that," Alessi 
says. 

Ask about installation war¬ 
ranties, too. These can 
give you peace of mind 
you won't get if you hang it 
yourself. 

"If the television were to 
come off the wall, then the 
installer typically will guar¬ 
antee their work," Brennan 
says. 

If you need the TV on short 
notice, check how quickly 
delivery and installation is 
available. 

And once the work of buy¬ 
ing is done, rest easy and 
enjoy those Super Bowl 
commercials; you likely 
won't have to go through 
this process again for five 
to seven years.Q

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Science Says Get used Id polarvoitex outbteaks 



By SE1H BORENS1BN 
VWVSHINGIDN (AP) — It 

might seem counterintui¬ 
tive, but the dreaded polar 
vortex is bringing its icy grip 
to partsofthe U.S. thanksto 
a sudden blast of warm air 
in the Arctic. 

Get used to it. The polar 
vortexhasbeen wandering 
more often in recent years. 
It aII started with misplaced 
Moroccan heat. Last 
month, the normally super 
chilly air temperatures 20 
miles above the North Pole 
rapidly rose by about 125 
degrees (70 degrees Cel¬ 
sius), thanks to air flowing 


in from the south. It's called 
"sudden stratospheric 
warming." 

That warmth split the polar 
vortex, leaving the pieces 
to wander, said J udah Co¬ 
hen, a winter storm expert 
for Atmospheric Environ¬ 
mental Research, a com¬ 
mercial firm outside Boston. 
"Where the polar vortex 
goes, so goes the cold air," 
Cohen said. 

By Wednesday morning, 
one of those pieces will be 
overthe ljower48statesfor 
the first time in years. The 
forecast calls for a low of 
minus 21 degrees (minus 


29 Celsius) in Chicago and 
wind chills flirting with minus 
65 degrees (minus 54 Cel¬ 
sius) in parts of Minnesota, 
according to the National 
WeatherService. 

The unusual cold could 
stick around another eight 
weeks, Cohen said. 

'The impacts from this split, 
we have a ways to go. It's 
not the end of the movie 
yet," Cohen said. "I think at 
a minimum, we're looking 
at mid-February, possibly 
through mid-March." 
Americans were intro¬ 
duced to the polarvoitex 
five years ago. It was in 
early January 2014 when 
temperatures dropped to 
minus 16 degrees (minus 
27 Celsius) in Chicago and 
meteorologists, who used 
the term fordecades, start¬ 
ed talking about it on social 
media. 

This outbreak may snap 
some daily recordsforcold 
and is likely to be even 
more brutal than five years 


ago, especially with added 
wind chill, said Jeff Mas¬ 
ters, meteorology director 
of the private weather firm 
Weather Underground. 
When warm airinvadesthe 
polar region, it can split the 
vortex or displace it, usually 
toward Siberia, Cohen said. 
Recently, there have been 
more splits, which increase 
the odds of other places 
getting ultra-cold, he said. 
Pieces of the polar vortex 
have chilled Europe, Sibe¬ 
ria and North America this 
time. (It's not right to call 
the frigid center of cold air 
the polar vortex because 
it is Just a piece or a lobe, 
not the entire vortex, said 
University of Oklahoma me¬ 
teorology professor J a son 
Furtado.) 

When the forces penning 
the polar vortex in the Arc¬ 
tic are weak, it wanders, 
more often to Siberia than 
Michigan. And it's happen¬ 
ing more frequently in the 
lastcouple decades, Furta¬ 


do said. A study a year 
ago in the Bulletin of the 
American Meteorological 
Society looked at decades 
of the Arctic system and 
found the polarvortex has 
shifted 'toward more fre¬ 
quent weakstates" 

When the polar vortex 
pieces wander, wamnth in¬ 
vades the Arctic, Alaska, 
Greenland and Canada, 
Masterssaid. While the Mid¬ 
west chills, Australia has 
been broiling to record- 
breaking heat. The world 
asa whole on Monday was 
0.7 degrees (0.4 degrees 
Celsius) warmer than the 
1979-2000 average, ac¬ 
cording to the University 
of Maine's Climate Reana¬ 
lyzer. 

Some scientists — but by 
no means most — see 
a connection between 
human-caused climate 
change and difference 
in atmospheric pressure 
that causes slower moving 
waves in the air. 

"It's a complicated story 
that involves a hefty dose 
of chaos and an interplay 
among multiple influences, 
so extracting a clearsignal 
of the Arctic's role is chal¬ 
lenging,"said J enniferFran- 
cis, a climate scientist at 
the Woods Hole Research 
Center. Several recent pa¬ 
pers have made the case 
for the connection, she 
noted. 

'This symptom of global 
warming is counterintuitive 
forthose in the cross-hairsof 
these extreme cold spells," 
Francis said in an email. 
"But these events provide 
an excellent opportunity to 
help the public understand 
some of the 'interesting' 
ways that climate change 
will unfold." 

Others, like Furtado, aren't 
sold yet on the climate 
change connection. 
Northern Illinois University 
meteorology professor Vic¬ 
tor Gensini, who has al¬ 
ready felt temperatures 
that seem like 25 degrees 
below zero, said there's "a 
growing body of literature" 
to support the climate con¬ 
nection. But he says more 
evidence is needed. 

"Either way," Gensini said, 
"it's going to be interesting

When the 1958 film adap¬ 
tation of 'The Old Man and 
the Sea" hit theaters, Ernest 
Hemingway happened 
to be in New York City to 
watch the World Series and 
invited his close friend A.E. 
Hotchner to go see the 
movie with him. 

"About 12 or 13 minutes af¬ 
ter we sat down, he turns 
to me and says, 'Ready 
to go?"' Hotchner said in 
a recent interview at his 
Connecticut home. The 
101-year-old author and 
playwright recalls them 
walking out and taking 
off down the sidewalk, 
Hemingway ranting the 
whole time that the star 
Spencer Tracy was totally 
miscast, that he looked like 
a fat, rich actor trying to 
play a fisherman. 

"He said. You know, you 
write a book that you re¬ 
ally like and then they do 
something like that to it, 
and it's like pissing in your 
father's beer'," Hotchner 
said. (Hemingway reserved 
thisparticulartum of phrase 
fora handful of hated ad¬ 
aptations of his work, he 
said.) 

Later that night, sitting at 
Toots Shor's restaurant — 
a hangout frequented 
by Joe DiMaggio, Jackie 
Gleason and Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe — Hemingway urged 
Hotchnerto do hisown ad¬ 
aptation someday. Hotch¬ 
ner said he promised he 
would try. 

More than 60 years later, 
Hotc hner has kept his word. 


His stage adaptation of 
'The Old Man and the Sea" 
premieres at the newly ren¬ 
ovated Point Park Univer¬ 
sity's Pittsburgh Playhouse 
on Feb. 1. 

"It wasn't until I became an 
old man myself that I really 
got to a version that could 
transport itself beyond the 
book,"he said. 

Hotchner should be the 
perfect candidate to take 
the novel to the stage: he 
fished with Hemingway in 
Cuba, went to bullfights 
with him in Spain, hunted 
with him in Idaho and wrote 
the 1966 best-selling biog¬ 
raphy "Papa Hemingway." 
He also helped edit 
Hemingway's bullfighting 
classic 'The Dangerous 
Summer." He often served 


as his agent and adapted 
several storiesfortelevision, 
including 'The Snows of Kili¬ 
manjaro," "The Killers" and 
'The Battler,"which led to his 
first meeting with Paul New¬ 
man. (The two became 
best friends and neighbors 
and started the "Newman's 
Own" food company to¬ 
gether. But that's another 
story). 

"Somehow that pledge to 
him haunted me, because 
he died not too long after 
that. ForyearsI would think 
about 'The Old Man and 
The Sea." But I never could 
think in my head how you 
could take this very person¬ 
al book, because the old 
man is really Hemingway 
himself, which is really a lit¬ 
erary work," he said. "How 


do you bring that to life on 
the stage?" 

He tried maybe 10 times 
over the years to adapt it, 
starting drafts only to scrap 
them, until his latest effort. 
To help reel the project 
in, he enlisted his son Tim 
Hotchner to collaborate 
on it and help transform his 
draft into what will run in 
Pittsburgh through Feb. 17. 
"I've lived with Hemingway's 
ghost for my whole life and 
there was something very 
profound about this story, 
even though it's very sim¬ 
ple," said Tim Hotchner, 47, 
a documentary filmmaker 
and writer. "And to have a 
101-year-old father who's 
still going out for his mar¬ 
lin, and hopefully coming 
back with better results. 


there are a lot of themes 
that really resonate." 

Tim Hotchner also saw the 
project as a way to re¬ 
examine the work with a 
modem lens: to look at 
what it means to be a man 
in the world and to look at 
the environment. 

To make 'The Old Man 
and the Sea" accessible 
on stage, the Hotchners 
crafted a kaleidoscope of 
the tale, and mined the 
text for a new approach. 
The boy has a bigger role, 
and Hemingway himself is 
a character, as is a cellist 
who evokes the moods of 
the play throughout. 

It stars Tony Award-winning 
actor Anthony Crivello as 
Santiago, the aging fish¬ 
erman, David Cabot as 
Hemingway and Gabri¬ 
el Florentino as the boy, 
Manolin. Cellist Simon Cum¬ 
mings will perform original 
music forthe show. 

Getting the draft to the 
stage happened unusually 
fast, due to a collaboration 
with New York City-based 
RWS Entertainment Group. 
The Hotchners' agent 
passed along the script 
to Joe Christopher, who 
heads up RWS's theatrical 
division, who took it with 
him on vacation inj une. 

"I dont know if it was be¬ 
cause I literally read it while 
I was lying on the beach, 
but I could viscerally see 
the show working," he said. 
He to Id RWS C EO Rya n Sta - 
na it would be the chance 
of a lifetime to work with 
someone who had been 
side-by-side with Heming¬ 
way. □

'We Cast a Shadow" (One

A fear-driven, racially 
charged world is the land 
in which the narrator of 
'We Cast a Shadow" lives. 
Half the black community 
— and eightoutof 10black 
men — are arrested in their 
lifetime. A ghetto has been 
fortified, walling in the 
black population for the 
"health, safety and general 
welfare" of citizens Cur¬ 


fews are enforced. Those 
who breakthe law can be 
deported. And forthe nar¬ 
rator, a black man lucky 
enough to have avoided 
prison (unlike his father) 
and who holdsa position at 
a law firm, his top priority is 
creating a better life for his 
son — even if that means 
turning him white. Maurice 
Carlos Ruffin weaves many 
threads, from the fragile 
complexity of a father-son 
relationship to a person's 
capacity for change.

instead ofMarsora desert 
island, Mikkelsen's charac¬ 
ter, Overgard, has had the 
misfortune of crash-landing 
his plane in the arctic. We 
don't see the crash, and we 
don't know how long he's 
been there when we first 
meet him fussing with snow 
and rockswith purpose. But 
a wide-shot reveals what 
he's working on: A mas¬ 
sive SOS. Ok, you think, he's 
been here fora bitalready. 
And he has a methodical, 
if uncomfortable-looking. 


little system in place to oc¬ 
cupy hischilly days 
He'sdug outholesin the ice 
for fishing, stores the freshly 
caught fish in a coolerand 
takesone ofthe olderones 
for his meal, carving out 
little slices of frozen sashimi 
to eat with a knife. His days 
are mostly spent explor¬ 
ing, making notes on a lit¬ 
tle map and searching for 


signals with a device that's 
never really explained. 
When the sun starts to 
fade it's time to retire to 
the wrecked plane, where 
he removes his gloves and 
socks (what toes and fin¬ 
gers are left have been 
ravaged by frostbite) and 
gets ready for sleep, zip¬ 
ping himself up in a sleep¬ 
ing bag cocoon. A beep¬ 


ing alarm on his watch 
wakes him in the morning. 
The alarm is a lifeline, and 
goes off multiple times dur¬ 
ing the day, possibly to re¬ 
mind him to move on to 
the next task, or maybe as 
insurance to remind him to 
wake up should he drift off 
in an unprotected spot.

Then one day he sees a 
helicopter and the people 
inside seem to see him. I 
won't spoil what comes 
next completely, but it is 
far from the end of his story 
and adds an interesting el¬ 
ement to Overgard's jour¬ 
ney. But it's the kind of film 
that might make you want 
to sign up fora wilderness 
survival classassoon asyou 
walkout. 

It's pretty amazing just how 
compelling this is for be¬ 
ing so simple, but it allows 
the viewer to really get 
wrapped up in the minu¬ 
tiae of it all: The perfor¬ 
mance, the landscape, 
the minor triumphs and 
major setbacks. When he 
discovers a tiny little lighter 
to heat a bumerthatallows 
him to actually eat cooked 
fish for the first time in forev¬ 
er, you can't help but smile 
with satisfaction along with 
him.

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By MICHEll£R.SMnH 
Associated ness 
MINNEAPOUS(AP) — Enter¬ 
ing the year-old workspace 
ModemWell feels like com¬ 
ing into a comfortable spa. 
Clean lines give way to 
cozy touches like footstools 
covered with faux fur and 
a roaring fire surrounded 
by comfortable armchairs. 
Women type away on lap¬ 
tops at tables scattered 
throughout. 

There is not a man in sight. 
ModemWell is one of a 
growing number of wom- 
en-only and women-fo- 
cused workspaces around 
the country. While many 
predate the #MeToo 
movement, their growth 
has been interlinked with it 
as it put combating work¬ 
place harassment on the 
national agenda. They're 
also tapping into a desire 
among many women to 
build a community and 
supportive environment at 
work that's different from 
a stereotypical corporate 
workplace culture. 

The spaces provide more 
than just desks and a cof¬ 
fee machine. They offer 
programs like high-profile 
speakers or yoga classes, 
and a chance to build a 
socialand business network 
with like-minded women. 
It's like We Work, minus the 
beer on tap and tech bro 
atmosphere. 

"I think women, especially, 
are craving safe spaces 
where they can go and be 
inspired and do really im¬ 
portant work without inter¬ 
ruption, and without being 
reminded of all that, too. 
There's literally no risk that 
somebody's going to sexu¬ 
ally harass me here," said 
Renee Powers, a Modem- 
Well memberwho founded 
her business. Feminist Book 
Club , in the space. 

The biggest player is The 
Wing , which opened in 
2016 in New York and has 
been expanding rapidly 
across the country. Its San 
Francisco location opened 
in October with a nod to 
the #MeToo movement, 
naming a conference room 
after Christine Blasey Ford, 
who testified before Con¬ 
gress that Supreme Court 
nominee Brett Kavanaugh 
had sexually assaulted her 


in high school. Kavanaugh 
denied the allegation and 
was confirmed to the court. 
Membership to use one lo¬ 
cation costs $2,350 annu¬ 
ally, and the company now 
has more than 6,000 mem¬ 
bers, spokeswoman Sra 
Ra him sa id. 

Most of the spaces allow 
men, but some do not. The 
Wing was sued by a Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. man who al¬ 
leged discrimination. Its 
board soon afterappnoved 
a membership policy pro¬ 
viding that an applicant's 
gender identity would not 
be considered, a develop¬ 


ment first reported by In¬ 
sider. Rahim said the policy 
was being developed be¬ 
fore the lawsuit and was 
unrelated to it. The Wing is 
also under investigation by 
the New York City Commis¬ 
sion on Human Rights for 
gender-based discrimina¬ 
tion. The Wing said it is wo ik¬ 
ing with the commission. 
Another fast-growing 
space is The Riveter, with 
five locations in Seattle 
and LosAngelesand plans 
to open in Austin, Texas, in 
March. On Tuesday, it an¬ 
nounced plans to open 
five more locations in cities 


including Minneapolis and 
Atia nta. 

About 20 percent of its 
members are building ven¬ 
ture-scale startups, but the 
majority are small business¬ 
es with just a few employ¬ 
ees, orpeople who workon 
theirown such aslawyersor 
real estate agents, founder 
and CEO Amy Nelson said. 
It ranges from $99 to hun¬ 
dreds of dollars monthly. 
About one-quarter of The 
Riveter's 2,000 members 
are men. Nelson said, but 
the difference is that "out 
of the gate we're putting 
women first." 


"I think that we're seeing a 
societal shift that isn't go¬ 
ing to go away," she said. 
'Women'svoicesare being 
heard." 

The space has brought in 
high-profile speakers such 
as Sheryl Sandberg and of¬ 
fers activities such os office 
hours with a venture capi¬ 
tal firm and seminars on 
digital mindfulness or well¬ 
ness. That kind of program¬ 
ming sets the spacesapart 
from more general ones, 
said Steve King of Emer¬ 
gent Research, who stud¬ 
ies the future of work and 
the rise of the independent 
workforce. 

ModemWell founder Ju¬ 
lie Burton, an author and 
wellness instructor, teaches 
yoga at her space, which 
also offers events such as 
a class on women's mem¬ 
oir writing. Burton said her 
space grew out of a writing 
group she co-founded in 
2015, which coincidentally 
was women-only. After the 
2016 presidential election, 
she said many women she 
knew were upset and she 
felt galvanized to build a 
business to help women 
support each other and 
empower themselves. 
'Whether you are out 
marching ornot marching, 

I felt we had work to do, 
and I wanted to be part of 
the work,"she said. 

The space has given wom¬ 
en from different industries 
and professional back¬ 
grounds a chance to con¬ 
nect, she said. 

Those connections help 
women support each oth¬ 
er, battling feelings such as 
"impostorsyndrome,"where 
women question whether 
they hove the qualifica¬ 
tions to start a company 
or embark on a particular 
venture. Burton said. 

That community feeling is 
what draws some women 
to the spaces, said Jamie 
Russo, executive directorof 
the Global Workspace As¬ 
sociation. 

Co-working spaces in gen¬ 
eral are on the rise, and as 
the sector grows, different 
niches have developed 
to serve different groups, 
such asattomeysorpeople 
working in real estate, tech¬ 
nology, big data orortiticiol 
intelligence. □
